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Hurricane

After days of anticipation, 
Hurricane Ivan made its way 
through Alabama last Thursday, 
Sept. 17, leaving a very notice- 
able path of destruction, 

The local area escaped the 
worst of the storm; however, 
damages of more than $1 mil- 
lion were realized in Coffee 
County. 

According to Coffee County 
Emergency Management 
Agency director John Tallas, the 
county experienced approxi- 
mately $1,028,430 in damages 
to public buildings and infra- 
Structure including utilities, 
roads, bridges, etc. 

Tallas said personal property 
damages also were experienced. 
but those will be handled by 
FEMA (Federal Emergency 


Management Agency) on: an- 


individual basis under the cate- 
gory of individual assistance. 
‘He said anyone that had person- 
al property damaged as a result 
of Hurricane Ivan should call 
EMA at (800) 621-3362; how- 
ever, he said citizens should be 
prepared to wait as the agency is 
extremely busy with teams 
working from the most seriously 
damaged counties to the least 


damaged. 


Tallas said the damage in 
Coffee County was primarily 
limited to debris, power outages 
and loss of food from fefrigera- 


. tofs and freezers-for those who 


did not have generators. 

“I think we all should agree 
We were blessed,” Tallas said. 

He said there were some 
homes that received more dam- 
age than others with trees falling 
on them, but the majority of the 
county’s residents escaped with- 
out major damage. 

Hurricane Ivan, a category 


four hurricane, made landfall at 


Gulf Shores, Ala., around 1:30 
a.m. last Thursday morning and 
Spent the majority of the day 
making its way through the 
State. The storni was so big and 
Strong, it spent nearly 12 hours

The Elba City School Board 
September meeting included

The Capital Plan for the next 


two years includes Roofing 
repairs at the high ‘school; ero-

auditorium roof leaks; and the 
additional paved parking lot at 
the high school.

The 
Shelter opened Wednesday evening. According to reports, 105 peo- 
ple sought shelter at the school during the storm. There were also 20 
volupteers on site. The shelter closed at 4 p.m. Thursday afternoon, 


Superintendent Danny Weeks 
told board members. that the 
much harder graduation exam 
results this year are much better 
than last year, Ninth grade -stu- 
dents improved from a 61 per- 
cent passing grade to a 90 per- 
cent rate... . with three more 
years of high schoo) left.

Elba City Council approves bid 
for resurfacing of several streets

The Elba City Council busi- 
ness for September 13th was 
conducted in a businesslike 
manner and without dispute. 

Chief R. W.- Whitworth 
reported that a recent audit of 
the grant funds used to pur- 
chase generators for the com- 
munication system found no 
problems, as the funds were 
used exactly as allocated. He 
added that they have just 
replaced the police radio SYS- 
tem which was burned up by a 
lightening strike. 

The department is moving 
forward with a grant applica- 
tion for $15,000 to purchase 
three 10 four additional video 
cameras .for patrol cars, 
Whitworth added, 

Mayor James Grimes report 
ed that PEMA was questioning 
the installation of bathrooms on 
the Smith Avenue property 
Where the new ball fields were 
planned, Grimes recommended 
that the: project application be 
Withdrawn until a complete 
review of the available recre- 
ation facilities is completed. He 


then wants to hold a council 
Workshop. with the recreation 
director to set the long range 
plans for the department. 

The council approved a reso 
lution allowing the mayor and 
city clerk to sign papers 
requesting a $450,000 down- 
town revitalization grant, 

Bids for resurfacing several 
city streets were reviewed and 
the low ‘bid of $86,474.27 by 
APAC was accepted. The only 
other bidder was Wiregrass 
Construction Co. 

Monthly bills of $99,542.17 
were approved for payment 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported that .city departments 
had made all the preparations 
possible in anticipation of 
Hurricane Ivan. 

Councilman Roniite 
Hammond asked that the street 
department check some storm 
drainage problems in Mulberry 
Heights. 

The city council set a work 
shop for September 20th to po 
over early drafts of the 2005 
budget. An organizational meet 
ing of the new city council was

Heddy and I went to Kinston late Thursday to check on my 
aunt's home for her. (1 am 66 years old, but wouldn't dare write 
that this is my “elderly aunt” as she can still do more yard work 
than many much younger people.)

As 
it turned out the Elba utility workers did all the local repairs on 
their own, before any of the out of town aid had time to even get 
to Elba, That was really great, as many Alabama folks (including 
two of our children in Escambia County) were still without elec- 
tric service as of Tuesday afternoon 


It was amusing to hear the story of someone raising a fuss late 
Thursday, shortly after the high winds died down enough for 
workers to safely get into the buckets to do repairs. They 
declared to the utility worker (who didn’t know exactly when 
this person would get power restored) that they were going to 
call the mayor because their lights were not already back on, The 
worker encouraged this complainer to do just that, but to let the 
phone ring several times because the mayor might have trouble 
getting to it as he was still in the dark also. I love it when unrea- 
sonable expectations get pulled up short with such good respons 
es as. this unknown individual got! Actually, after seeing the 
havoc left by Ivan in other parts of Alabama and in Florida, it is 
suggested Coffee County people not vent their complaints about 
slow response time from relief workers on our ears. 


We have so many reasons to be thankful, both personally and’as 
a community, You can look around and see the many communi- 
ty reasons. Our personal reasons are long, varied, and far, far 
more than we have ever deserved. Heddy and I spent Saturday 
and Sunday in Atmore helping in the recovery from Hurricane 
Ivan, Daughter Michele and her husband Tom had a 50- 60-year- 
old pine tree lying in their personal bedroom, their living room 
and the top was poking limbs into the den, Another equally large 
tree did some damage Over the garage. Pausing a bit Sunday 
afternoon to catch our breath and cool off, we looked around and 
began to reflect on this personal thankfulness bit. First and fore- 
most they were safe, having gotten out of the bedroom ten min- 
utes before the trunk of that tree so rudely came visiting. Then 
there was our two sons helping them, oblivious to the heat and 
their own aching muscles. Daughter Michele was there with a 
hammer, matching me nail for nail. Even.a daughter-in-law was 
on top of the house holding things for one of the boys. We left 
there Sunday night tired and with tons of their storm drenched 
clothes and bedding for Heddy to wash and dry, but more thank- 
ful for, and proud of, our family than ever before.

Everytime there is a disaster, 
many, many city and county 
employees answer their call to

and home and head to work pre- 
pared to do whatever is neces- 
sary to get things up and run- 
ning again for the entity they 
serve. 

My dad left home a few min- 
utes past 4 a.m. last- Thursday 
morning, and it was nearly &

I spoke with him somewhere 
between 12:30 and I p.m. that 
afternoon, and he had just eaten 
a sandwich...the only food he 
had had since dinner Wednesday 
night. 

Shortly after | p.m., | headed 
to town with some extra food, 
some dry clothes and Dad’s 
blood pressure’ medicine (which 
he had forgotten to take with 
him during his urgency to get to 
town earlier that morning), 

When | got to the city shop, | 
realized just how busy each and 
every city employee was and 
had been the entre day. Dad 
was frantically hunting water 
jugs when | found him, and | lit- 
erally had to tell him that | 


would gather the jugs if he - 


would just stop long enough to 
take his medicine. 

He and, the other employees 
had been working non-stop all 
day; and others continued to 
work even after Dad was able to 
go home Thursday night: They 
worked in soaking wet clothes 
and barely stopped long enough 
to Swallow a Sandwich. 

Personally, | was extremely 
impressed with their dedication 
to the job and local citizens. By 
Friday, a majority of the city had 
electricity back and things were 
beginning to get back into nor 
mal mode. Now that’s some- 
thing to be thankful for. 

For the most part I heard only 
good things about the city 
employees and the hard work 
‘they did to get’things up and 
running again jn Elba. But, ‘as 
with every story, you also hear 
bad ones. 

It's my understanding that 


some citizens , were upset 
because the power wasn't back 
on by Thursday night while oth, 
ers thought the employees were 
wrong for going home late 
Thurstay night to get some 
sleep. 

Hey, at my house, we didn’t 
get electricity back until 
Monday afternoon of this week, 
and | never once thought about 
complaining.about the electrical 
crews. | know they were work- 
ing just as hard as they possibly 
could to get the power back on 
for all their customers, 

Anything other than a pat on 
the back and/or a word of thanks 
is simply not warranted for this 
particular event. ‘ 

A good plan and preparedness 
allowed the local crews to get 
things up and running very 
quickly after the destruction of 
Hurricane Ivan, and | think we 
all should be thankful for the 
great job each and every 
employee did for the communi-’' 
ly.

Ways to prevent hay fires 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Coordinator 


Every year a few hay produc 
ers have the unfortunate experi- 
ence of having part or all of their 
hay destroyed by fire. There is 
no way to be absolutely certain 
that all possibility of a fire has 
been eliminated, but several pre 
cautions can be taken that is 
helpful in reducing the likel- 
hood of a hay fire, 

Decisions pertaining to stor- 
age can have a big intluence on 
the likelihood of accidental 
fires. Bale stackyards should not 
be located in places where a tire 
is most likely to oceur. For 
example, they should not be 
adjacent to.a wire fence or under 
a (rée raght attract lighter- 
ing. itd they should not 
be at the edge of a grass field 
that might catch fire and burn. 
Keeping stackyards away from. 
roads where a carelesS smoker 
might toss a cigarette is also a 
good idea. 

It-is best to have several bale 
Stackyards rather than just one 
as this reduces the risk of a wild- 
fire destroying all hay on the 
farm. The same_ principle 
applies to barn storage if one has 
the option of storing hay in more 
than one place. 

‘If hay is stored in a barn, it is 
prudent to -eliminate com- 
bustible vegetation and wash 
around the edge of the barn that 
could cause the structure and its 
contents to catch fire in the 
event of a wildfire in the vicini- 
ty. Likewise, spraying a nonse- 
lective herbicide to kill yegeta- 
tion around the edge of a bale 
stackyard makes sense. Posting 
“No Smoking” signs around a 
barn is desirable, and use of fire- 
works in the vicinity of a hay 
barn or stackyard should never 
be permitted, 

Spontaneous combustion can 
occur in hay if if is baled at too 
high a moisture level. The gen 
eral recommendation is that 
small rectangular bales should 
be baled at 20% moisture or less 
and that large round bales 
should be baled at 18% moisture 
or less. The exception to this ts 
when a hay preservative such as 
proprionie acid is applied to the 
hay prior to bailing, When this is 
done, hay may be safely baled at 
25% moisture or higher. 

Heating of hay is caused by 
the activity of microorganisms. 
Dry hay does not heat exces- 
sively because it lacks the nec- 
essary moisture to support any 
significant microbial growth. 
The microorganisms that cause 
heating are naturally present on 


forage and they will become 


active if conditions are suitable, 

Spontaneous combustion is 
more likely to occur in Ughtly 
baled hay as opposed to loosely 
baled hay, and packing newly 
made bales tightly together in a 
barn also makes it more difficult 
for heat to escape. However, 
there could be danger anytime 
the recommended moisture lev- 
els for baling are exceeded, 
although if the moisture level is 
no more than a few percent 


higher than recommended it is 
likely that the “main negative 
result will be moldy hay. The 
higher above recommended lev- 
els that the moisture level goes, 
the greater the likelihood of 
extreme heating and fire. 
Anytime a producer suspects 
that there might be an overheat- 
ing problem, monitoring of hay 
after baling will be a good idea. 
If large bales that are ultimately 
to be stored inside are heating 
excessively, delaying putting 
them in the barn for a few weeks 
may save the hay and a barn, 
Spacing suspect bales widely to 
allow heat and moisture to 


escape (as well aS to reduce the , 


likelihood of losing several 
bales instead of just one in the 
event one does catch fire) is 
advisable. Putting green hay 
against dry hay should always 
be avoided, 

Several. types of thermome- 
ters cam be used to check tem- 
perature in hay, including labo- 
ratory thermometers, candy 
thermometers, or thermometers 
made for “monitoring compost. 
However, it is not a good idea to 
insert glass thermometer direct- 
ly in hay because it is likely to 
break. Spirit filled thermometers 
or, electronic — thermometers 
should be used rather than mer- 
cury filler’ thermometers that 
could contaminate hay if they 
break. 

Hay temperature can be 
checked by making a probe. 
Such a probe can be made from 
a piece of 2-inch diameter pipe 
on which one end has been 
sealed with a sharpened plug. 
The pipe can then be driven into 
a stack or large bale of hay fol- 
lowed by lowering of a ther- 
mometer into the pipe. If there is 
concern about a cutting of hay, 
multiple readings should be 
taken at various locations and/or 
in different bales to determine 
the temperatures throughout the 
hay. 

If a bale contains reasonably 
uniform moisture and density 
throughout the bale, the highest 
temperature is likely to be near 
the middle of the bale because 
this is where heat will remain 
for the longest period of time. 
Square (rectangular) bales 
should be probed from the side 
and round bales should be 
probed from the end, 

A temperature probe should 
be long enough to reach the 
middle of the bale (normally 18 
to 36 inches, depending on the 
size and type of bale). Checking 
every bale usually isn’t feasible, 
so it makes sense to monitor 
bales that seem most likely to 
cause a problem. This would be 
bales that seem to contain the 
wettest hay, 

When hay temperature 
remains below 120 degrees 
Fahrenheit it is considered safe. 
‘The range between 120 and 140 
degrees is considered a caution 
zone in which the hay should be 
closely monitored, Even if the 
hay does not catch fire, heating 
to this level reduces the nutn- 
tional value of the hay. above, a 
tire is likely.

Why: are Americans not eat- 
ing more vegetables? From the 
standpoint of price, fruits and 
vegetables cannot be beat. The 
United States Department of 
Agriculture estimates that 
Americans can get a day's worth 
of fruit and vegetables for a 
mere 64 cents, That leaves the 
average household 88 percent of 
its daily food budget to spend on 
hamburgers, microwave burritos 
or other tempting high-fat foods. 
So, if fruits and vegetables are 
so inexpensive, Why are more 
Americans not eating them? 

That is a good question, says 
Dr. Robert Keith, an Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System 
nutritionist and Auburn 
University professor of nutrition 
and food science, especially 
considering that the average 
American's fruit and vegetable 
intake in 2002 was the lowest 
level in more than a decade, 
Consumption, in fact, has 
increased only 18 percent within 
the last 30 years—despite the 
constant discussion by nutrition- 
ists who emphasize the myriad 
of health benefits associated 
with fruits and vegetables. 

While he is not completely 
certain, Keith believes there 
may be three reasons why 
Americans fail to capitalize on 
the many health advantages 
associated with produce. First, 
there is the table issue.

September is the month that gets football fans and dove hunters 
excited, According to Keith Guyse, Assistant Chief of the Wildlife 
Section of the Alabama Dept, of Conservation and Natural 
Resources Wildlife and Fresh Water Fisheries Division, Alabama 
should have a good dove season 

“The call count conducted in the spring showed the dove count to 
be slightly lower, but we feel the good nesting conditions through 
the summer will more than make up for the low spring count,” said 
Guyse. Guyse stated that Alabama's weather during nesting season 
only affects the local dove population and has no affect on the 
migratory birds that move down from Indiana, Ohio, Hlinois, 
Missouri und other mid-western states 

According to Guyse, most doves bagged in the early season are 
local birds that were hatched the previous spring. The larger, heav- 
ily feathered birds that are bagged later in the season are the migra-
